ON OLD MAN 
BOYS MAKE (EB DISCOVERY 


The story of a murder at Yaumati 
reached the CAina Afail just before 
going to press to-day. 

The tragedy, it was learned, was dis- 
covered by tho Police at 9 a.m., several 
hours after the foul deed was done dur- 
ing the night. 

The victim was a Chinese godown 
Sang Lee Co., 
wood merchants, 192, Wing Lok 
Street. His name was Li .To-sam, 
alias Li Ying-hai, and his age was 
given at about 60 years, 

For over a year Li had been in 
charge of Sang Leo's wood godown on 
the ground floor of 9, Pitt Street, |, 
Yaumati, where the murder occurred, 

Robbery was believed to be the mo- 
tive of the murder because when the 
hody was found the pockets of Li's 
coat were torn, and a sum of about $10, 
which he was known to have in his pos- 
session, was missing. i 

. Back Door Forced - 

The ‘robbers responsible for Li’s 
death had obviously gaided admission 
to the. godown during the night by 
forcing the back door which was.found 
to. be broken at the time of the dis- 
covery of the murder. 

Li’s body was found in an upright 
position just instde the broken down 
back door, in the small court yard. 
His hands were tied behind his back 
and fastened to a door post, A 
piece of cloth had been forced well 
down the throat, and another was 
thrown over the head. Blood trickling 
from the nose point to death having 
been due to suffocation. | 


The murder waa first discovered by al” 


couple of Chinese boys playing in the 
back lane. Noticing the broken door, 
they peeped in and saw Lt lying dead. 
They called other people living in the 
vicinity and soon a large crowd had 
gathered outside the back door of the 
godown to view the’ body, but no one 
thought of Informing the Police. - 
An Indian Sergeant was attracted by 
the large crowd. Ho’ went up to in- 
vestigate and on secing the body im- 


mediately got into touch with Yaumati|

Action By C. LD. 

A European Officer was sent to the go- 
down and he supervised the removal of 
the body to the Kowloon mortuary, 
The Criminal Investigation Department 
at Police Headquarters was immediate- 
ly Informed and ° Detective-Inapector 
Reynolds and ao number of Chinese 
from the C.1.D. went over to Yaumati 
to investigate the affair. 

As Li was known in the vicinity to 
be receiving only $5 per month’ os 
wages, exclusive of food, the theory is 
thatthe raid on the godown was not 
inade with the intention of rob him but 
to steal wood. Li must have resisted 
the.robbers who, after overpowering 
him, bound and gagged him. Then 
they must have taken fright when they 
discovered that thoy had suffocated: 
him, hurriedly searching the body, rip- 
Ping the pockets in the process, they 
helped themselves to what money they 
could find*and then decamped.

Text of Aereewent’ With 
Powers 


_ FOREIGNERS! RIGHTS 


Shanghal, Yesterday. 

The Shanghai Provisional Court 

agreement, which was issued to- 
day, provides ‘for the establish- 
ment in the International Settle- 
ment of Shanghai of a District 
Court and a Branch High Court. 
administoring the Chinese laws, 
though due account will be taken 
of the land regulations and byé- 
laws of the International Settle- 
ment. 
The agreement consists of ten 
articles and two notes. An addi- 
tional note’ from the foreign 
signatories, namely Brazil, Bri- 
tain, America, Norway and the 
Netherlands, points out that the 
agreement cannot in asanywise 
affect dr invalidate the rights 
guaranteed to the Powers concarn- 
ed, and to their nationals; under 
existing treaties between such 
Powers and China, “and we ac- 
cordingly reserve our full rights 
in this regard.” - 

They further reserve the right 
to object to the enforcement in 
the International Settlement of 
any future Chinese laws that 
affect or in anywise invalidate th 
land regulations or byélaws of 
the International Settlement, or 
that may be considered prejudicial 
to the maintenance of peace and 
order within this area. : 


Right of Appeal 

Judgments, decisions and rul- 
ings of the Branch High Court 
are subject to appeal, according 
to Chinese law, to the Supreme 
Court of China. ‘ 

The former practice for Con- 
sular representatives to watch 
proceedings or sit jointly, will be 
discontinued. The house of de- 
tention for civil cases, and the 
women's prison attached to the 
Chinese court now functioning, 
will be transferred to the newly 
established courts, and -be super- 
vised and administered by ba 
Chinese authorities.

FINANCE OF OCEAN SPEEDS: THE’ 
MAURETANIA‘AND BREMEN" 

A COMPARISON 


Thore is no doubt that the outstand. 
ing event in the shipping world in 1020 
was the new Atlantic record established 
‘by the’ Bromen, coupled with fresh 
evidence of extraordinary vitality on 
the part yof Mauretania.’ In this 
year's “Journal of Commerce: Annual 
Review of Shipping,” a good deal of at- 
tention is concentrated on the futuro 
of ocean’ speed records, > 

“Speed.” It ta pointed out, “is a most’ 
expensive feature in any ship, and the 
man in tho street who speaks of in- 
ercasing a vessel's ‘speed from 25 to, 
say, 27 knots does not usually recog: 
nise the difficulties ‘involved, Increase 
of speed means increased power, in. 
creased power means increased fuel 
consumption, and increased power and 
fuel mean increased weight, leading to 
greater displacement. ' 

“Consequently, a ‘larger ship is re. 
quired to carry the weight. This ship 
becomes largor again on account of tho 
fincr form required ‘for economle pro- 
pulsion at higher speed. The vicions 
circle {s completed, and atill more 
horse-power is necessary to drive the 
larger ship.” 

Therefore “the principal factor leads 
ing to higher spec ts is reduction of 
weight, which can bo brought about by 
Improved machinery, both «in -weight 
per unit power and fuel consumption, 
the scientific use of modern steel in 
the hull, and careful reduction of 
equipment weight.”

There was lively discussion yes- 
terday when the fortnightly meeting 
-of the Sanitary Board was held, 
Mr. M..K. Lo, in supporting his 
motion for a Sanatorium for people 
Buffering from tuberculosis said:— 

In connection with my work 
as Chairman of the Tung Wah: 
Hospital last year, I was very 
much impressed by the fact that 
sthere did not appear to be any 
existirig facilities for the treatment 
of tuberculosis, cases along modern 
lines, There were numerous cases 
inthe Tung Wah, which, on account 
of the lack of «vecommodation, it 
was found impossible properly, to 
soyregate.s 1 intended all along to 
bring this‘ question before the 
Bonrd for its deliberation in the 
hope that something might be done. 

_ Since T have laid down my office 
as director of the Tung Wah, I have 
received a very interesting booklet 
containing the reports of the Medi- 
eal and Sanitary Departments for 
the year 1928. From this book I 
have abstracted the following facts 
which are truly alarming :— 


Respiratory diseases are non- 
notifinble: deaths from such 
diseases amounted to 6.866 for 
1928 as compared with the total 
of 5,824 for 1927: as causes of 
death in the Colony they exceed 
any of the ather causes, being as 
much as 40 per cent. of the total 
deaths. 

Nearly 6.000 deaths a year means 
that on an avernge 16 persons die 
every day from lung diseases in 
Hong Kong. and this figure would, 
of course, be increased if we were 
to bear in mind the fact. referred 
to by the “Hon. the Dérector of 
Medical and Sanitary Services: in 
his report, that many Chinere leave 
the Colony to die in their native 
towns and villages when they feel 
that their end is approaching.

I fee) can say without any fear 
of contradiction that the authori- 
ties in Britain, realising that tuber. 
culosis is oa preventable disease, 
have in recent years adopted ener- 


getic and highly successful 
measures directed to its prevention, 
which of course involves its control 
and treatment. I submit that the 
plain difference between what is 
being done in Britain and what is 
being done in Hong Kong in this 
regard is the difference between ac- 
tivity and inertis—— 

Iam aware that the problem of 
Hong Kong is complicated by its 
fluctuating population. But surely 
this is not a valid ground for the 
existing state of inertia, 

In Hong Kong we have not a 
single sanatorium or any other in- 
stitution which pretends to deal 
with tuberculosig cases as such. I 
noticed in the reports of the Medi-: 
cal and Sanitary Departments that, 
in the opinion of the Medical Offi- 
cer of Health, this problem de- 
mands urgent and special attention 
by the’ Government, especially’ in 
respect of housing and overcrowd- 
ing: open spaces and wider. streets: 
spitting in public places, and smoke 
and dust abatement, With this 
view I most respectfully agree. 
But I venture to suggest that the 
Government should go beyond this 
and face the problem of providing 
a large sanatorium. I-am of course 
aware that the Government, like 
every one of us, has to keep its 
expenditure within its income. But 
I cannot bring myself to believe 
that a Colony which is rich enough 
to be In-a position to contemplate 
an increase of official salaries 
amounting to over a million dollars 
n year cannot find ways and means 
to introduce some better medical 
services in the Colony, and thus to 
remove what I humbly. consider to 
be,a great blot on the fair name 
of the Colony as a healthy place of 
residence. , 

Time Now Opportune 


It seems to me that the time fs 
now opportune for taking up this 
question, because we are singularly 
fortunate in having 94 the Director 
of Medical and Sanitary Services 
such a highly qualified expert. on 
public health as the Hon. Dr.-A. R.

Tsingtao’s Lead 

By the last mail from Shanghai 
I received the report of a dinner 
in the Model Settlement nbout ten 
days ago to the representatives of 
the Press when the aims, of the 
Board of Dircctora of the Tsingtao 
International Sanatorium were out- 
ned, from which I gather the erec- 
tion of a modern sanatorium for 
victims of tuberculosis at Laushaon, 
60 miles from Tsingtao, was the 
principal aim of the Directora. At 
the present time, a sanatorium is 
housed in a three-storey building 
at Tsingtao, which as yct has not 
been opened. The sanatorium has 
been equipped with modern medical 
apparatus and will commence func- 
tioning next April. 

Mr. C. Y. Chu, it was stated, is 
responsible for the movement to 
orect and equip a modern hospital 
for tubercular patients in China 
While attending St. John’s Univer- 
sity a3 a youth, Mr. Chu fell a vic- 
tim of the dread disease and enter- 
ed a sanatorium in Norway where 
he stayed a, year and-a half. After 
residing in Norway for three years, 
Mr. Chu returned to China. Com- 
ing in contact with Dr.°C. C. Tong, 
of the Peking Union Medical Hos- 
pital, and Mr. T. F. Soong, 8 
Chinese lawyer at Shanghal, he ex- 
pressed his desire to become iden- 
tified with the erection of a modern 
hospital for tubercular victims. 
The sanatorium at Tsingtao result- 
ed, and now Mr. Chu and his as- 
sociates: are planning to erect o 
modern sanatorium at Laushan.

te yetrs ago the University did 

actually prescribe a volume of 
modern essays, newspaper leaders, as 

an English text-book. It was a 

hopeless and glmost worthless book 
to try ta teach. 

Th fact of the matter is that It 
4s almost impossible to teach 
English in this way.. The best way 
to teach correct English is by 
paraphrasing and what this writer 
gays 14 waste of thme is really good 
paraphrasing... He «says: — ‘The 

” tencher’s ttme fs wasted in showing 
that certain expressions are now 
ungrammatical or altogether chang- 
ed in meaning.” But in this very 
avay the best type of English can 


be taught and the foundation for it , 


given by the form which is to be 
corrected. ‘ 
Paraphrasing’s Only Fault 

‘Thera is only one fault to be found 
with paraphrasing, ie. it of neces- 
sity often murders a wonderful 
piece of Hterature. When this ac- 
tually happens it is the teecher who 
genera'ly suffers most, As a school- 
boy I remember my English Litera- 
ture teacher giving me Browning's 
Invocation to his wife from ‘The 
Ring sand the Book” to para- 
phrase: ‘ 

"Oh lyric love-half angel and 
half bird a ies 

“And all a wonder and a wild 
desire”™— 

T have often tried since to para: 
phruse the passage and have failed! 
I now think it will not go into sermo 
pedeatris. without utter destruction. 
But this ts not true about many of 
the snzeches in Shakespeare, They 
can be turned into good. correct 
proga., 

Vesides, the analysis of character 
and the background of ineident in 


' the plays form the warp and woof 


for a leason such as Is not given by. 
any leader from a newspaper. 

Jf is a very easy matter to take 
an utterly Idiotic sentence such as 
“Until the mon were died his friends 
were bury him,” and to attribute it 
to the teaching of Shakespeare and 
guch like.

' Map Drawing 

. The series of maps which were 
sent in for our competition were ‘of 
outstahding merit, $0 much so that 
we found great difficulty in judging 
them. We decided, therefore, to 
send about 12 or 14 of the best of 
them to Mr. Reeves, the Map 
Curator and Cartographer of the 
Royal Geographical Society, whose 
works on maps and map production 
are known over the whole civilised 
world. We asked him for a frank 
and candid criticism and for a 
classification in‘ order of merit, if 
‘he cared to give it, E> 

In his reply he sny3s:—“I have 
received the maps drawn by the boys 
in your College and have been much 
interested in them. They are all 
certainly most creditable produc- 
tions. and it is clear that with pro- 
per training these students. would 
make really good geographical 
draughtsmen,” . 

Mr. Reeves places some of them 
in order of. merit. As: owing to the 
exigenctes of prize distribution we 
had to make our awirds two months 
before his letter arrived, I am 
pleased to sgy. that his assessment 
coincides almost exactly with our 
own'as published in the Yellow 
Dragon, I may say also that 
Yeung Yuk-wa, who came in first in 
the harbour race, sent in a map

Geography 

In reference to this map drawing 
I.should like to aay that map pro- 
duction is only a small but very 
essential part of the 
Geography. | Of all subjects taught 
in schools geography is probably the 
most educative and the best. I 
don’t mean the type of geography I 
learned when I was at school but 
geography as it is taught now with 
careful emphasis on physical ‘and 
meteorological work. And .we hope 
that the University will give’ the 
schools of the Colony a lead and a 
goal in this’subject by making It 
.of primary importance in the 
matriculation examination, and by 
Incréasing it to a three years’ course 
in the curriculum of the University. 

Good and Bad Money . 

The first part of this—to make it 
into a primary dubject at the 
matriculation—is no ¢asy matter.

Miss Hemmings did 
not stop but drove on as far as 
Kreler’s Hotel, where a very bad 
accident took place. One or two 
people were knocked down, Inelud- 
ing a foreign lady, Mra. Van ‘Eck, 
who was In a rikisha, and who had 
two ribs broken and was sent to 
hospital.

The removal of the ban on ateel- 
shafted golf clubs, which was an- 
nounced by the Rules of Golf Com- 
mittee of the Royal and Ancient 
Golf Club of St. Andrews, has had 
an immediate effect on the trade 
of golf club mantfacturers, 

“The managers’ of: two leading 
firma informed a representative of 
The Daily Telegraph that orders | 
began to pour in on the afternoon 
that the lifting of the ban was 
announced. Within twenty-four 
hours orders coming to one of these’ 
firms totalled 600 clubs, This num- 
ber had now been Increased to 1,500 
clubs, ordered by professionals and 
retailers, all over the country, 

“Every single professional in the 
districts covered by our travellers 
has given an order for half-a-dozen 
or a dozen steel-shafted clubs,” aald 
the manager of another important 
firm. “There is certainly a boom, 
nd everyone means, apparently, to 
try out the new club. The demand 
will, no doubt, go on increasing, 
and by next April 1 expect it will be 
cologgal.”” « 

Anticipations’ of a big demand 
spring were 
also expressed by the managing 
director of a firm which up to the 
present has’ not experienced many 
inquiries. “I think,” he said, “that 
the pubic will buy the club more 
out of curiosity than anything clase, 
and I am of opinion that, after 
trying the’ steel-shafted club, the 
general leaning will be towards the 
hickory club.” 

Other firms of whom _ inquiries 
were made stated that, so far, they 
had received only very small orders 
for the new clubs, and several said 
the inquirles had been few and 
negligible. , 

The price of the steel club will 
apparently be slightly higher than 
its hickory rival. One authority 
put it at about 53, higher, adding 
that the price would depond upon 
the finish of the steel shaft. 

“Speaking generally,” sald an- 
Other manager, “the new - clubs 
shoyld be. sold at from 17s. 6a. to 
£1 1s., a5 against the same prices 
for elubs of very good hickory. 
Thore are four grades of wooden
